
FY 2000/2001 BUDGET ESTIMATES
Military Construction, Defense-Wide

(Including Transfer of Funds)

  For acquisition, construction, installation, and equipment of temporary or
permanent public works, installations, facilities, and real property for activities and
agencies of the Department of Defense (other than the military departments), as
currently authorized by law, $193,005,000, to remain available until
September 30, 2004: Provided, That of the amount appropriated, not to exceed
$33,324,000 shall be available for study, planning, design, architect and engineer
services, as authorized by law, unless the Secretary of Defense determines that
additional obligations are necessary for such purposes and notifies the Committees
on Appropriations of both Houses of Congress of his determination and the reason
therefor.  In addition, for completion of projects begun in fiscal year 2000,
$337,900,000, to become available on October 1, 2000 and to remain available until
September 30, 2005, (Military construction Appropriations Act, 1999).
  Further, for the foregoing purposes, $789,559,000, to become available on
October 1, 2000 and remain available until September 30, 2005: Provided, That of
this amount, not to exceed $38,625,000 shall be available for study, planning, design,
architect and engineer services, as authorized bylaw, unless the Secretary of Defense
determines that additional obligations are necessary for such purposes and notifies
the Committees on Appropriations of both Houses of Congress of his determination
and the reasons therefor.
  During their respective periods of availability, such amounts of this appropriation
as may be determined by the Secretary of Defense may be transferred to such
appropriations of the Department of Defense available for military construction or
family housing as he may designate, to be merged with and to be available for the
same purposes and for the same time period, as the appropriation or fund to which
transferred. (Military Construction Appropriations Act, 1999).
